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REMARKS 



Summary of Claim Status 

Claims 1-4, 6-12, and 16-31 are pending in the present application after entry of 
the present amendment. Claims 9-12 are rejected for the reasons discussed below. 

Claims 1-4, 6-8, and 16-31 are allowed. Applicant thanks the Examiner for this 
acknowledgement of patentable subject matter. 

Applicant respectfully requests favorable reconsideration of the claims and 
withdrawal of the pending rejections in view of the present amendment and in light of 
the following discussion. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. § 102 

Claims 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Hanzawa et al., U.S. Patent No. 6,512,714 ("Hanzawa"). Applicant respectfully 
disagrees and traverses the rejection with respect to all claims. Applicant submits that 
Hanzawa does not teach or even suggest the claimed inventions. Furthermore, 
Applicant believes the rejection is moot in light of the present amendment to Claim 9. 

In particular, Applicant has amended Claim 9 to recite a memory system 
comprising a plurality of memory cells, each memory cell including complementary first 
and second memory-bit nodes maintaining complementary first and second voltage 
levels representative of a data bit. Applicant respectfully submits that Hanzawa does 
not teach or suggest such complementary first and second memory-bit nodes. Fig. 2 
of Hanzawa shows a dynamic random access memory cell (DRAM), where data is 
stored on a single capacitive node NS. As is well-known to those of ordinary skill in 
the art, a DRAM cell does not include complementary memory bit nodes, but rather 
has a single capacitive node for storing data. Furthermore, the circuit shown in Fig. 2 
of Hanzawa does not maintain complementary first and second voltage levels, but 
rather stores a single charge representative of the data. 

In contrast, Claim 9, as amended, recites memory cells having complementary 
first and second memory-bit nodes maintaining complementary first and second 
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voltage levels. Hanzawa does not teach at least such features. Therefore, Applicant 
believes Claim 9 is allowable, and allowance of Claim 9 is respectfully requested. 

Applicant has made minor amendments to Claims 10 and 12 in order to 
maintain consistency with the amended language of Claim 9. Claims 10-12 depend, 
either directly or indirectly, from Claim 9, and thus include all of the limitations of Claim 
9. Applicant believes Claim 9 is allowable for the reasons set forth above. Therefore, 
for at least the same reasons, Applicant believes Claims 10-12 are also allowable, and 
respectfully requests allowance of Claims 10-12. 

All of the above amendments are fully supported by the specification, for 
example in Figure 3 and the corresponding text. 

Conclusion 

No new matter has been introduced by any of the above amendments. In light 
of the above amendments and remarks, Applicant believes that Claims 1-4, 6-12, and 
16-31 are in condition for allowance, and allowance of the application is therefore 
requested.
